The same sort of taetiea were 
employed ail over the extuntry, to 
divert attention from the sermon 
itaelf, ifith the rehilt that we re¬ 
ceived many letters wanting to 
know if there was a Father Boaa 
after all I Some, who had been told 
that he was a Roman Catholic 
priest, wanted to know if thia were 
true, and so on. '

church, in Superior. 

There is a.Mg point in all this 
clamor. It ia that the laity of the 
Catholic church, who are working¬ 
men and women, want,to turn to 
Socialiam and are waiting eagerly 
for some reverend- father who will 
be brave 'enough and Christian 


gOalE TWO MONTHS ago the 
The Herald, aa an answer 
,to. those cleries who have been try¬ 
ing to ma^ people bdieve tjwt na 
Christian AMUt be a '8aeiatiI>eino>~ 
srat, publihked verbatiat a aeraeli 
on Socialism by the Rev. Father 
Ross, of the Epiacopal dioeese of 
Superior, Wiaconain, in which it 
was shov D that there could be no 
war between Sooialism and Christ 
tianity. Thia was one of our rea¬ 
sons, tbe other wss the splendid 
merit of the sermon itself. The 
sermon made quit' a stir ail over 
the Cnited States, not because it 
w a the first sermon preached in 
favor of Socialiam, for that was 
not the case, but because it put the 
question so squarely up to the 
devout of the I^d, who bene their 
profesaions of human brotherhood 
every time they traduce the move¬ 
ment that seeks to make such ( 
brotherhood economically possible 
of realization. 

From Ttie Herald the sermon 
was reprinted in other papers and 
it was especially liked by Catholic 
workingmen, even though Fathei 
Ross ia an Angliea.'' clergyman. 
They aaked their prieata to acknow¬ 
ledge its facts and argumerta, and 
in some cases, where the priests 
had denounced Socialism, to con-

that committee. 

Commenting open the purpose of 
his resolution, Bmger la an Interview 
today deolared taat condltlona exUitinc 
In the garment trades were a direct 
and Inevitable result of th<i capitalist 
system.
